Now a new. ordinance has been 
issued, requiring all males from 21 
years to 40 yenrs of age to do corvee 
service fdq_three days, and, failing 
that, to mhke a contribution of 40 
cents (French-Indo-Chinese Cur- 
rency) a day for three days,. totallin, 
$1.20... This is' tantamount to n pol! 
tax which will only oggrayate the 
already great poverty of the people 
and make them fico from-their homes. 
The result may be that Kwangchow- 
wan will. become a deserted village. 
We therefore. pray that Your 
Excellency, on grounds of interna- 
tional law, take up the matter with 
the French authorities with the view 
to seeing that’ thls ordinance be 
cancelled.”

A copy of the Regulations, embody- 
ing fourtcen different taxes, has been 
submitted’ with the petition. The 
Kwangchowwan representatives fur- 
thet stated: 

“Since 1900, Kwangchowwan has 
been leased to France. Recently, tho 
French authorities applicd to ‘this 
territory an ordinance in force in 
Indo-China, which imposes a tax on 
every one of the male population, on 
the basis of reports to be submitted 
by the villages on the number of 
males therein. Delegates of the 
people of Poto repaired {to the French 
authoritics there, praying for a 
remission of the tax on. grounds of 
poverty, and poor harvests. At this 
the French Garrison Commandant 
few Into a rage, fired guns, to in- 
timidate them, and arrested four. 
Then a harsher ordinance was Issued, 
demanding that every disirict submit 
three well-to-do ~~ delegates as 
hostages. : Troops were sent to the 
villages to intimidate the people, and 
as a result people fied from their 
homes: 

“The people went unarmed ‘to 
petition the Headquarters of the 
Garrison Commandant for a rc- 
mission of the tax and for the with- 
drawal of troops. But the French 
troops opened fire -at the .unarmed 
petitioners, killing five, and severely 
wounded twelve. The number of 
casualtics would have been greater 
had not the people fled and taken 
refuge in the Chinese territory.

What we really saw,was Walsh 
walking calmly into his opponent, 
smashing four thumping rights to Wiz 
head and then with a left hook to the 
stomach sending the champlos to the 
Noor for a count of nine, : 

This was a sensation indeed. ‘The 
Chester man had already struck a key 
note of victory. 


Even as carly as this Berg's nose

He was. utterly spent and in obvious 
pain, but like the gladiator of old he 
conquered weakness to come out for 
another fight fn the ninth round...

Walsh drove him relentlessly to the 
ropes and a game champion went 
down gasping.

In Hongkong alone the remains 
of over 80,000 Chinese have, during 
the present decade,, been exhumed
